Contrary to the communication referenced that was received 
yesterday that no extension of time was requested or paid for involving an extension to the statutory 
six month period for replies to the 10/04/01 PTO action, attached you will find a summarized time 
line concerning all communication matters. This time line clearly shows that an extension of time 
was requested and paid for on 2/08/02. 



As proof that there was no abandonment due to timing matters, attached is a copy of my America 
Express bill showing the PTO acceptance of $55.00 on 2/08/02 for the time extension of one month. 
Also shown is a copy of a check for an earlier time extension in April of 2001 . 

It may be noted that our last response mailed on 5/3/02 was actually within the three month response 
requested by thePTO in the item mailed 4x1 2 / 1 3/ 02des pite the fact that all mail communications 
"Kav^beerTslowed down considerably since 9/n70L == Sid it actually was a second response since 
10/04/01 (items 6 and 9). Also, our 5/04/04 mailed response would have apparently been acceptable 
without the time extension fee because there was a three month time response referenced in the 
2/13/02 PTO action letter. Possibly a refund is due us. 

We trust that this matter of response timing to the PTO will be cleared promptly so that we may 
finally declare the Instant Musician, Recording Artist and Composer as "patent pending."
